‘onight’s clash between the Brisbane 
‘rikers and the Gippsland Falcons is 
ie of those games that all teams want 
' Win. 

t is the final match for both sidesin what 
as been a long season fullof highs and of 
urse, the mandatory lows. 


he Strikers go into this game desperate 
tc leave Suncorp Metway Stadium and their 
devoted fans on a winning note in season 
99/00. 

Fut the side is under no illusions that 
to.1ight’s game will prove a hard-fought 
afiair with the Falcons proving somewhat 
of a bogey side for the Strikers this season. 

And according to coach John Kosmina, 
revenge will certainly be on the minds of the 
Strikers players when they take the field this 
evening. 

“They (Gippsland) took six points off us 
when in football terms, I firmly believe we 
were the better side,” he said. 


“They beat us in our first two encounters 
early in the season by the odd goal 
andproved extremely difficult to break down. 

“T really take my hat off to their coaching 
staff because they have managed to get 
results with limited resources. 

“We’ve got to go out on the park and play 
our natural game and I’m confident we can 
finish off the season with a win.” 

Kosmina said while it was disappointing 
to miss out on a place in the finals, he 
believed there were many positives aspects 
to be gained from the season. 

“All the players will benefit from the 
experiences of this season, and given that 
the club is likely to maintain the majority of 
its current playing list for next season, the 
future looks bright.” 


The Gippsland Falcons are an 
extremely difficult side to play against 
as they play a brand of football that can 
frustrate even the most patient of 
outfits. 


They’re a solid side and have some good 
players in their ranks like Andy Vargas, Brian 
MacNichol and Mehmed Durakovic. 


They cause a lot of problems for opposing 
teams because they manage to get a lot 
players behind the ball when defending. 


It can be extremely frustrating as we found 
out in Rounds 11 and 16 respectively when 
the Falcons took maximum points off us. 


Their midfield is very busy and their attack 
is good enough to catch opposition defences 
on the break. 


WHO'S HOT 


Peter Dwver is living proof that age 
should not be considered a barrier. 


At 34 years of age, and while many of 
peers hung the boots up a few seasons ago, 
Peter is producing some of the best form of 
his career. 


Possessing a devastating left boot, Peter’s 
efforts on the left-hand side of the pitch 
this season have been breathtaking at times. 


He has consisently proven an asset to the 
team and displays a good blend of pace 
and experience. 


With one season to run on his current 
playing contract, Strikers fans will ahve the 
opportunity to watch him action next 
season and who knows, perhaps for a few 
years to come. 


Txirty-three games gone and 
un’ ortunately just one to go. Season 99/ 
O€ began with much promise but 
ul ‘mately it has finished with the 
Si ikers failing to reach our goal of 
ta ing part in the final series. The 
rei son behind this failure will I’m sure 
be the topic of much debate amongst 
pl. yers, coaches, staff and supporters 
in the coming weeks. But instead of 
dwelling on the past we must look 
positively towards the future whilst 
making sure the lessons have been 
lea:ned from this yo-yding season. 


The players are definitely looking forward 
to ‘he commencement of season 2000/01. 
The fact that after a much needed rest 
(particularly for the lads who joined us from 
the XXXX league) the majority of this 
seasons squad will certainly appear at pre- 
season training is the most important reason 
for the feelings of excitement and 
anticipation ion the dressing room. The 
minority of the players (those not presently 
committed to the club for the rest of the 
season) are currently in negotiations over 
new contacts and everyone, including the 
rest of the players, is hoping we will see them 
in a Strikers jersey next season. 


Having Kossie re-sign for a further 2 years 
is another step in the right direction for the 
Strikers. The squad he has put together on 
an extremely limited budget has proved that 
it is more than capable of matching it with 
any team in the league. If he is now allowed 
the luxury of adding a couple of quality 
players to the squad, instead of having to 
put together an entirely new one, then we 
must have a more than decent chance of 
success next season.

Obviously this is not my area of 
expertise so | will not go into great detail | 
this column. | will say though that the club 
must act swiftly and decisively during the 
off-season to lift the profile of the Strikers , 
to attract more people through the turnstiles 
and in turn more support from the corporate 
sector. This is something that the people in 
the relevant positions have identified I am 
sure, and I have every confidence they will 
do their utmost to complete this task. 

Finally I would, on behalf of the players, 
like to thank you for your support this season 
and we hope we have done enough to ensure 
your return next season.
